The American Civil Liberties Union has sent 
BYU a letter threatening to sue in a controversy that 
erupted over three posters found in a Branbury Park 
apartment during an annual BYU off-campus hous- 
ing inspection. 

BYU housing inspectors told a tenant who is not a 
BYU student that he must take down posters of a 
woman covering her breasts with only her arms, a 
women wearing a net bathing suit and a woman 
with her breast partially showing. 

The tenant contacted the Utah Chapter of the 
ACLU, whose staff attorney, Kathryn Kendell, said 
the contract he signed on moving into Branbury 
violates the Federal Fair Housing Laws, the Utah 
State Fair Housing Act and the Utah Civil Rights 
Act. 

“There is no way you could apply that contract to 
an adult who wasn’t a BYU student,” she said. “It is 
a violation of law to contract away someone’s con- 
stitutional rights.”

She said it is the ACLU’s position that the BYU- 
approved housing contracts are really not freely 
signed because unless tenants sign the contract 
there is realistically no other place they can live in 
Utah County. 


“You can drop a piece of paper with anything on

New Y phone system 
to reduce financial 
aid application work

The sound from a telephone 
touch-tone system may bring fond 
recollections of registration time, 
but now it will also mean applica- 
tion time for federal financial aid. 

A new touch-tone system is being 
added to BYU’s financial aid sys- 
tem in order to streamline the 
application process by eliminating 
said Norm B.

The touch-tone system will be in 
effect after Jan. 1, he said, leaving 
students with one less application 
to fill out when applying for finan- 


The system will be relatively easy 
to use, he said. “Most students are 
already sophisticated with the

be marketed in mid-December, or 
can be found in the financial aid 
office, he said. 

The touch-tone system will help 
the office cut down processing time 
and eliminate processing errors, 
Finlinson said. 

Students will be able to apply for 

- federal programs, scholarships. and 
institutional loans on the system. 

Some paperwork will still be 
needed in the initial step, as some 
scholarships require that students 
fill out additional forms to deter- 
mine need, Finlinson said. 

In applying for federal programs, 
using the touch-tone system must 
be accompanied with filling out 
federal applications, he said. 

“When students fill out federal 
applications, the Free Application 
for Federal Student Aid (FAFSA), 
they should have their tax informa- 
tion readily available to avoid 
delays and discrepancies,” 
Finlinson said.

Starting this year, instead of redo- 
ing federal application forms, stu- 
dents can simply update and 
include new income information 
for the 1994-95 school year, said 
Norm B. Finlinson, director of 
BYU?’s financial aid/loans. 

Renewal applications will be sent 
directly from the U.S. Department 
of Education processors during the 
months. of November and 
December, Finlinson said. 

Those who processed valid appli- 
cations in the 1992-1993 school 
year should be receiving renewal 


forms, he said. 

Information is being used from 
the 1992-1993 school year, the 
most recent year available, said 
Stephanie Bavyak of the U.S.

JFK’s death observed with mixed emotions 


Sen. Edward Kennedy and other family members and friends marked the 30th 
anniversary of President John F. Kennedy’s assassination with visits to JFK’s 
grave at Arlington National Cemetery in Virginia. 

His sister, Jean Kennedy Smith, observed the anniversary in Ireland. Smith, 
the U.S. ambassador to Ireland, read extracts from his speeches at a memorial 
Mass in Dublin. 

“Tt’s a day to remember the great man that he was and that for a short space of 
time he was at the highest seat of power in the world,” said the Rev. Michael 
Kennedy, a relative from Tipperary, who celebrated the Mass at Dublin’s Pro 
Cathedral. 

In Kennedy’s hometown of Boston, city government and institutions named 
for the 35th president held no ceremonies. 

“We are not very enthusiastic about celebrating the day he got killed,” said 
Charles Daley, director of the JFK Library. “I hate to think we would celebrate 
the day (President Abraham) Lincoln went to Ford’s Theater. We celebrate 
Kennedy’s birthday, which we think is more appropriate.” 

Dallas County Judge Lee Jackson said, “Unlike many historical landmarks, 
this plaza witnessed not a battle for democracy, but the gravest betrayal of 
democracy.” 


LDS mission president, counselor killed 


The president and first counselor of the Guatemala Guatemala City North 
Mission of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints died late Sunday 
night in a commuter plane crash near Guatemala City. 

President Jose Jiminez, 46, and his first counselor, Julio Afre, were among 13 
people killed in the accident. Both were returning from Church business when 
the plane, authorities say, crashed into a mountainside at approximately 11 p.m. 
about seven miles outside of the city. Authorities say there were no survivors. 

Elder Joseph C. Muren, a member of the Second Quorum of the Seventy and 

_ second counselor in the Central America Area presidency will temporarily lead 
the mission until a new president is called, said Don LeFevre, LDS Church 
spokesman. 

There was no word yet from mission headquarters. 

President Jiminez, a native of Puerto Rico, began serving his mission term in 
July: He was married to Daisy Colon Jiminez, and they raised four children. 

President Jiminez served as a regional representative, stake president, stake 
patriarch, a mission president’s counselor and district president. 


4 killed when plane, sky diver collide 


NORTHAMPTON, Mass. — Sky diver Alfred Peters was hurtling toward 
Earth at about 100 mph when he saw a plane coming straight at him. 

Seconds later, his ankle hit the plane’s tail, sending it into a spin and crash. 
All four people aboard were killed. Peters survived Sunday’s collision more 
than a mile above ground with a broken ankle. 

Killed were Elliot Klein, 49, of Rhinebeck, N.Y., the pilot of the single- 
engine Cherokee Piper Warrior II; his 18-year-old son, Jonas, a student at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology; fellow MIT student Christina Park, 18, 
of Auburn, Wash.; and Jean Kimball, 45, of Pine Plains, N.Y. 

Peters, a former Army paratrooper, told authorities he leaped from a single- 
engine Cessna 206 at about 8,000 feet. Within moments, he saw the Piper head- 
ing straight at him, according to Jeff Guzzetti, a National Transportation Safety 
Board inspector. 


U of U goalposts vandalized after Y loss 


SALT LAKE CITY — After Utah’s Chris Yergensen kicked a 55-yard field 
goal to beat arch rival Brigham Young on Saturday, celebrants tried to tear 
down Cougar Stadium’s goalposts. 

They were shooed away by BYU players and personnel. But goalposts did 
come down — 50 miles to the north in Utah’s Rice Stadium. 

School officials said the standards on the stadium’s north end were vandalized 
sometime Saturday night or early Sunday morning. 

Campus Police Capt. Dan Watters said Monday that investigators have no 
leads in the case. Seven men, ages 24 to 34, were questioned after being caught 
attempting to climb the stadium fence shortly before the incident was reported 
Sunday afternoon. 

There was insufficient evidence to hold them. All apparently were Salt Lake 
residents, he said. 

The vandals apparently used a small truck to pull the goalpost down, resulting 
in some damage to the stadium’s artificial turf, he said. 

None of the men questioned by police attended BYU, Watters said.

Allen of Virginia into the fold.

He always sounds great 
but the problem is what he says usual- 
ly has nothing to do with what he 
does.

Barbour said Clinton had reneged 
on his campaign promise of a middle- 
class tax cut, retreated from his 
promise to support deep new spend- 
ing cuts this fall and failed to deliver 
on a pledge to submit a crime bill to 
Congress. 

Barbour said Clinton promised to 
support spending cuts to win votes for 
his. budget package but now was wag- 
ing “a charade, a sham, a shell game” 
to defeat proposals in Congress call- 
ing for substantial cuts.

Strike ends 
for airline; 
Thanksgiving 
chaos averted

FORT WORTH, Texas — With a 
nudge from President Clinton, 
American Airlines and striking flight 
attendants agreed Monday to end a 4- 
day-old walkout that crippled one of 
the nation’s largest airlines and incon- 
venienced thousands of Thanksgiving 
travelers. 

Flight attendants said they would 
return to work immediately and 
American said it hoped to fly 70 per- 
cent of its schedule today and 85 per- 
cent on Wednesday. 

“I have no doubt we’ll get every- 
body where they’re going in time for 
Thanksgiving,” American chairman 
Robert L. Crandall said. 

Denise Hedges, president of the 
Association of Professional Flight 
Attendants, said negotiations would 
resume and remaining issues would 
go to binding arbitration. 

Don Carty, executive vice president 
for American, said the airline agreed 
only to submit to binding arbitration. 

“Yes, there was a real risk of losing 
our jobs,” striker Loren Pastirik said. 
“T think it’s going to take a while for 
passengers to trust American again, 
but it’s a great feeling right now. ... 
We wanted to work. We did what we 
needed to do. We wanted respect 
from the company.” 

“I have spoken with both parties 
involved. Both have agreed in princi- 
ple to end the strike and return to the 
bargaining table immediately,” 
Clinton told a White House news con- 
ference. 

Crandall said he was at least partly 
swayed by Clinton and added that 
binding arbitration was less troubling 
than an emergency mediation panel. 
Crandall said he was still concerned 
an arbitrator would split the differ- 
ence between American’s offer and 
the flight attendants’ demands, cost- 
ing the Fort Worth-based airline too 
much money. 

The 21,000-member union walked 
out in a dispute over pay, medical 
benefits, staffing and work rules. The 
strike was the biggest against a U. Ss. 
airline since 1989. 

Crandall had said the strike cost the 
airline $10 million a day and the

- Several weeks ago, The Daily Universe announced that today’s opinion page 
would be devoted to 1968. It was hoped people would respond about the political 
turmoil and how. it touched — or didn’t touch — BYU’s campus. It was also 
expected that some would write in about how that year had changed the course of 
American history. 

Oh, well. 

No one submitted a single letter to the editor, much less a full-fledged piece on 
the subject. 

With the timing of the proposed page, some response on 1963 and JFK’s death 
was also expected, but did not come. Other media are bloated with stories and 
memories of the man who created Camelot. Larry King hosted a two-hour special 
on TNT Sunday night, bringing together men who knew Kennedy and could give 
special perspectives on the 30 years since his death. Titled “November 22, 1963: 
Where were you?” the show was an excellent look at the man and his legacy. But 
what was perhaps most striking was the absence of anyone under the age of 35. 
One woman called in and told her story, of being a four-year old girl whose mother 
told her “Never forget this day,’ when news of the President’s death was received. 
It is her first memory. 

Otherwise, no mention was made of the effects of Kennedy’s death on Generation 
X, or those even younger. Much time was spent, wisely and insightfully, on the 
way Kennedy’s death affected not only America, but the world. What was needed 
was a discussion of the effects on young people today. If America lost its inno- 
cence Nov. 22, 1963, then those born since. then have been born into a more differ- 
ent world than ever before. If Baby Boomers and those from older generations 
want to bash Generation X, then they should hide their own quirks behind the cur- 
tain excuse they grew up or lived through the’60s — don’t their offspring have a 
right to discuss what the’60s mean to them? 

Few of the 26,000 full-time day students at BYU are 30 years old; those who are 
25 don’t remember 1968. But if you want a reason for the desire BYU students 
have to be independent, to be cynical, to be critical of their elders, look no further 
than the events of the 1960s. JFK may not be considered a great president by BYU 
students for his philandering and his affiliation with the Democratic Party (don’t 
write in — it’s not our fault the majority of students vote for Republicans). Still, 
the influence-of his death on our lives is profound. 

It would be comforting to know some students are aware of it.

your parents know where you are, 
having your co-pilot read love novels 
to you, looking for Knight Rider, 
counting cows, listening to a tape 
recording of a police siren and doing 
some finger ballet on the steering 
wheel. 

Lt. Dave Adams of the University 
Police also has some suggestions for 
students to be safe on a long drive 
home. He said preparation is the key. 
He recommended they pick a definite 
route and let someone know where 
they should be and when. He also said 
to not drive all night and to watch the 
weather. 

Adams also said there are extra safe- 
ty precautions drivers should take 
while traveling in winter. These 
include always keeping the gas tank 
above half full, keeping the car in 


good repair and keeping the following - 


items in the trunk: snow shovel, blan- 
kets, candles and matches, sand and a 
flashlight. 

Two years ago some students got 
stranded with their car for two days 
on the road to Provo from Arizona. 
Adams said if this happens, stay with 
the car, open the window one inch for 
air, run the engine and heater no more 
than 10 minutes every hour, save gas 
and make sure the tail pipe is not 
packed -with snow in order to release 
exhaust fumes. 

When traveling on long, deserted 
highways at night, students, especial- 
ly female students, should be smart 
when they are pulled over by the 
highway patrol. If they are concerned 
about their safety and whether the 
person stopping them is really a 
police officer, they have the right to 
slow down, turn on their emergency 
lights and drive to a well-lit or more 
populated area.

Salt Palace 
renovation 

' designed to 
attract more 
conventions

Renovation of the 24-year-old Salt 


Palace in Salt Lake City will begin at 
the end of this month, in an effort to 


attract large conventions to the Salt 


Lake area. 

“The old convention hall wasn’t 
marketable to compete with other 
cities who have put in new conven- 
tion centers,” said W. Sands Brooke, 
project manager. 

“Throughout the last 20 years the 
growth of conventions has been 
extensive,” he said. 

The main mission of the renovation 
is to provide the marketing people in 
the area with a facility that can attract 
large conventions; he added. 

Conventions “bring in new money,” 
Brooke explained. “Each visiting del- 
egate spends approximately $170 a 
day. This is good, clean money.” 

The Salt Palace will continue to be 
open for local affairs throughout the 
renovation process, until its comple- 
tion in February of 1995, Brooke said. 

Initially, plans for renovation were 
going to begin with an implosion, a 
technique that uses dynamite to 
demolish buildings. 

Commissioner Jim Bradley had 
hoped to attract a Hollywood produc- 
er who could use the arena’s demoli- 
tion in a movie, Brooke said. 

“The commissioner had a good 
idea,” Brooke said. “But we didn’t 
ever hear anything (from Hollywood) 
and we had to keep it open for several 
conventions. 

“Because of the selective nature of 
demolition and utilities that go 
through (the arena), implosion wasn’t 
feasible. We decided to take a more 
traditional approach,” Brooke 
explained. 

Renovation will increase the dimen- 
sions of the Salt Palace immensely, 
Brooke said. 

There will be a show area that has 
250,000 square feet of exhibition 
space, almost 56 meeting rooms and a 
36,000 square foot ballroom. 

“Right now the biggest ballroom (in 
the area) is in the Marriott,” Brooke 
said. “It is 14,000 square feet. The 
Salt Palace will almost triple its size.” 

According to a renovation update 
provided by the Salt Lake Convention 
and Visitors Bureau, the project will 
cost approximately $70 million. 

However, with. the..center’s. renova- 
tion, the bureau will be able to bid on 
nearly 90 percent of the conventions 
held in the United States.

Men’s cross country team second at nationals, 
women’s team finishes a disappointing 10th

After being upset nine days ago at 
the District Seven Championships in 
Salt Lake City, the BYU men’s cross 
country team came back Monday to 
capture second place at the NCAA 
Division I Cross Country National 
Championships in Bethlehem, Pa. 

The second-place finish was the 
highest ever for BYU at a NCAA 
cross country championship. BYU’s 
previous highest finish was fourth 
place in 1976. 


“This is.one of the super perfor- 


mances in BYU history,” said Sherald 
James, BYU’s men’s cross country 
coach. “‘T felt all along we were going 
to run well at nationals,” he added. 

Senior Jason Pyrah, led the Cougars 
by finishing 14th ina time of 30 min- 
utes, 21 seconds and in the process 
gained his. second All-American cita- 
tion. Pyrah’s first All-American cita- 
tion came in 1991 when he placed 
12th at the NCAA Championships in 
Tucson, Ariz. 

“Jason was his usual self in leading 
the team,” James said. 

The University of Arkansas won for 
the fourth straight time, totaling 31 
points. BYU edged out third-place 
Iowa State University 153 to 156. 

Prior to the race, James said that 
BYU’s loss at the District Seven 

hampionships would be to the 
Cougars advantage because it would 
take some of the pressure off the run- 
ners. 

The University of Colorado, who 
had edged out the Cougars at the 
District Seven Championship, fin- 
ished fourth at the National 
Championships. 

“They (Colorado) performed well, 
but we just performed better,” James 
said.

Clinton optimistic as deadline 
for global trade pact nears

WASHINGTON — President 
Clinton has less than a month to strike 
a global free-trade agreement while 
coping with demands from angry 
French farmers, upset Brazilian citrus 
growers and furious textile workers 
just about everywhere. 

The president and others in the 
administration are professing opti- 
mism they can overcome all these 
obstacles and complete the Uruguay 
Round of trade talks by a Dec. 15 
deadline. Those negotiations are 
being held-under the auspices of the 
Geneva-based General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, the organization 
that governs world trade. 

U.S. Trade Representative Mickey 
Kantor sat down Monday with his 
European counterpart, Sir Leon 
Brittan. 

The United States and the 12-nation 
European Community hoped to 
resolve differences on a range of 
issues separating them during the 
talks Monday and today. They 
include farm subsidies and tariffs on 
textiles, and other manufactured 
goods and European barriers to 

American-made films and TV shows.
